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Report  of  the  State  Board  of  Visitors. 


To  His  Excellency ,  James  F.  Fielder,  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Neiu  Jersey: 

Sir — The  Board  of  Visitors  to  the  State  Agricultural  Col- 
lege herewith  present  their  fifty-first  annual  report  upon  the 
present  condition  and  courses  of  instruction  at  that  insti- 
tution, as  required  by  the  act  creating  the  Board,  entitled, 
"An  act  appropriating  scrip  for  the  public  lands  granted  to 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  by  the  Act  of  Congress  approved 
July  second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two," 
and  approved  April  4th,  1864. 

The  members  of  the  Board  made  an  annual  examination 
of  the  students  pursuing  the  regular  and  special  courses  of 
instruction  on  the  7  th  day  of  October,  1915. 

The  Board  adopted  a  resolution  expressing  its  full  satis-, 
faction  with  the  courses  and  facilities  of  instruction  offered 
by  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College,  of  the  continued  de- 
votion of  the  professors  and  instructors  in  their  various  lines, 
of  class  and  laboratory  instruction,  and  of  the  excellent  con- 
dition in  which  the  property  of  the  College  is  maintained. 

During  the  year  the  membership  of  the  Faculty  has  been 
55,  and  all  but  four  of  this  number  have  given  instruction 
in  the  Scientific  School. 

The  enrollment  of  students  for  the  year  was  1368 ;  grad- 
uate students,  7;  seniors,  85;  juniors,  86;  sophomores,  99; 
freshmen,  165 ;  special  students,  not  candidate  for  a  degree, 
205 ;  summer  session,  547 ;  and  preparatory  school  pupils, 
174.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  was  conferred  upon 
51  graduates  in  June,  1915.  Of  these  graduates,  19  had  pur- 
sued the  Course  in  Agriculture,  2  the  Course  in  Biology,  8 
the  Course  in  Chemistry,  6  the  Course  in  Civil  Engineer- 
ing, 9  the  Course  in  Electrical  Engineering,  6  the  Course 
in  Mechanical  Engineering,  and  1  the  Course  in  General 
Science.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  was  conferred  upon 
17  candidates  and  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters  upon 
10  candidates  at  the  same  time.
